In the Columbus City Council race, 
there are some clear choices -- and a 
clear challenge. The clear choices are 
for three of the incumbents among the 
eight candidates running for four-year 
terms: Les Wright, Council President 
John Kennedy, and the sole Republican 
on city council, Jennette Bradley. And, in 
the race for the remaining two years on 
the term of former city council member 
Cynthia Lazarus, incumbent Lisa Griffin 
should be supported over challenger 
Peggy Fisher. 

At the same time, there is a clear 
challenge: to ensure strong voter turnout 
in the Black community -- and to target 
the support‘of Black voters specifically -- 
so that a person who has been one of the

strongest advocates for issues concern- 
ing the Black community on city council, 
Les Wright, is not defeated. 

Les Wright, during her five years on 
Columbus city council, has proved to be 
a steady force and a leader with a proven 
commitment to the city's neighborhoods. 
She has spearheaded funding for neigh- 
borhood development and housing 
programs in Columbus city government, 
She has promoted, using her own time 
and resources, programs designed to 
reduce violence in the Columbus com- 
munity. In both her public role and as a 
private citizen, she has been a tireless 
promoter for the concerns of Columbus’ 
less well-off citizens. 

Wright has come under attack by her 
Republican opponents because her 
Realtor sold a building she co-owned to 
a non-profit group to whom the city had 
awarded financial assistance. But 
Wright was not engaged in any wrongdo- 
ing in this case; the recommendations for 
city support actually came from the 
Lashutka administration.

A decision made by Democratic offi- 
Cials several months ago to boost turnout 
may end up having the apposite effect -- 
and may endanger the very candidates 
the party was attempting to help. 

With a lack of interest in the Columbus 
mayor's race topping the charts, Franklin 
County could be headed toward a record 
low voter turnout, according to the 
Franklin County Board of Elections. 

And if that happens, many Democrats 
fear that the incumbent members of city 
Pa Fe could be swept out in a tide of 
Republican-leaning voters ---especially if 
Black voters decide to stay home 

According to elections board official 
Don Spicer, the board is predicting a 


countywide turnout of 27.8 percent of all 
éligible voters -- the lowest turnout in the 
more than 40 years the board has been 
evaluating that statistic. And turnout in 
the city of Columbus alone is expected to 
be “even worse than that," Spicer said. 

The modern record low occurred just 
two years ago, when only 34 percent of 
all voters turned out, and 28 percent of 
Columbus voters. But that was in an 
off-year for the Columbus mayor's race. 
In 1991, turnout was "decent," Spicer 
noted; more than 50 percent of the voters 
turned out, and turnout was even higher 
in the City of Columbus than in the county, 
Thé draw: the mayor's race between 
then-councilman Ben Espy and Greg 
Lashutka. “Ben and Greg generated a lot 
of interest,” Spicer said 


Mother behind bars after 
stuffing child in oven

A woman is being held in the Franklin 
County Jail on a $250,000 bond after she 
tried to stuff her two-year-old daughter 
into an oven last week at Second Avenue 
Elementary School, 

Veronica Faye Russell, 25, was ar- 
rested last Wednesday after she entered 
the school around 11:20 a.m. and 
proceeded to place her daughter, Chan- 
nie Marie, into an oven that was being 
used to heat lunches. Sources said the 
oven was as hot as 425 degrees and that 
an unknown staff member let Russell into 


the school after she knocked on one of 
the doors, Assistant Debbie 
Curtis and prevented the girl 


from sustaining more serious injuries.

Part of the reason may be keyed to 
four words: Bill Moss-Greg Lashut- 
ka. 

Moss, the Democrats’ candidate 
for mayor, has consistently trailed 
Lashutka in the polls. Polls by the 
Columbus Dispatch have consis- 
tently showed Moss generating 
less than 30 percent of voter sup 
port against Lashutka, despite 
Moss’ strong attacks against the 
Lashutka administration. And 
despite the fact that Moss would be 
only the third Black candidate to 
run as a major party candidate for 
mayor in Columbus history, the 
race has generated little en- 
thusiasm in the Black community. 

Former council president Jerry 
Hammond, who has been active in 
the campaign, said that none of the 
traditional strategies designed to 
improve turnout have worked. 

"We tried to do a voter registra- 
tion, and the apathy was 
phenomenal," Hammond said, 
“People we knew weren't 
registered said they were 
registered. They were totally disin- 
terested in the political process 
Coupled with the apathy in the 
Black community about the effec- 
tiveness of the political process 
lends itself to a projected low tur- 
nout. And the Republicans are 
banking on it." 

It is possible that the seeds of 
the law turnout were sown earlier 
this year, as the Democrats were 
searching for a candidate to run 
against the incumbent Lashutka.

We disagreed with Kennedy 
when he became involved in the 
dispute between some area groups 
and the Near-East Area Commis- 
sion, but he quickly recognized his 
error in this case and wisely got out 
of the debate. We believe that he 
has been an excellent member of 
city council and a quality president 
of that body, and we urge his re- 
election, 

Jennette Bradley is the lone 
Republican member of city council, 
and the first Black Republican 
elected to that body in this century. 
Ouring her tenure on council, she 
has been a strong supporter of 
Mayor Lashutka. She serves as a 
counterweight to the Democratic 
control of council, and should be 
retained 

In the race between incumbent 
Lisa Griffin and challengers Peggy 
Fisher, a Republican, and Joseph 
Motil, an Democrat running as an 
independent, Lisa Griffin is clearly 
the choice. She has worked close- 


ly with the council for years as an 
aide before joining the council ear- 
lier this year. She is knowledge- 
able about city council issues, and 
during her tenure has been aggres- 
sive in pressing the council to ad- 
dress the state legislature's 
proposal to legalized coricealed 
weapons and has-pushed for legis- 
lation to address graffiti. 

There is a disturbing rumor that 
one of the current incumbents, Matt 
Habash, is attempting to torpedo 
Wright in order to retain his own 
seat. We would hope that the 
voters of Columbus not succumb to 
this type of strategy, and we would 
urge the voters to vote for the three 
endorsed candidates, in order to 
strengthen support for those can- 
didates who best deserve to 
remain on city council. We urge 
the voters to support Les Wright 
John Kennedy, Jennette Bradley, 
and Lisa Griffin for Columbus City 
Council. 


Ben Espy, now a state senator, 
who was approached by party 
leaders, declined to take another 
run at the mayor's chair.

Politicians 
and political operatives usually 
believe that-low turnout helps 
Republicans, since the Republican 
voters are generally more well-off 
voters who tend to go to the polls 
more consistently than Democratic 
voters. 

Black voters are likely to be key 
to the continuation of Democratic 
control on council. And Hammond 
is committed to ensuring that Black 
voter turnout rises. One 
Republican strategy -- to attempt to 
link Les Wright to ethical lapses -- 
may backfire on the Republicans, 
Hammond hopes. 

"We're hoping that some of the 
attacks on Les Wright will be a 
wake-up call fér the Republican 
scheme. They have a very good 
strategy in mind."

he Columbus mayoral campaign between in- 

cumbent Greg Lashutka and Democratic chal- 

lenger Bill Moss has certainly generated some 
light and a lot more heat on the political scene. Moss 
has aggressively attacked the mayor on a number of 
fronts, including the troubled state of the Division of 
Police; what Moss calls the mayor's 
poor environmental record; and the 
perception that the mayor has done 
little to advance the cause of the 
inner city, in part because of the 
mayor's perceived closeness to 
developers and other “special inter- 
ests." 

In many ways, we share some of 
the concerns of Mr. Moss, We 
believe that there is a need for 
stronger executive leadership in the 
operation of the Division of Police 
that the mayor should make not only 
the increasing of the forces a top 
priority, but should demonstrate by 
words-and actions that equity and 
non-discrimination within the ranks of the Division of 
Police is not just a line responsibility within the Depart- 
ment of Safety, but a personal mayoral commitment. 
We believe that the mayor should be more aggressive 
in addressing the legitimate health concerns of many 
Columbus residents -- and should be more forthcoming 

, about his plans for the trash-burning power plant on the 
city's south side. We believe that there should be an 
aggressive effort to revitalize Columbus’ inner city -- 
and that mayoral leadership, again, is critical. And we 
are concerned that the mayor must be a stronger leader 
in promoting the city's minority business enterprise 
program 

The phrase “stronger leader” is important in this 
regard. We believe that, in many ways, the mayor has 
been too much of a caretaker, expressing passionate 
interest primarily in getting a majar-league sports team 
and an arena for Solumbus without developing an 
innovative plan to meet the broader needs .of the 
Columbus community, While the mayor has been a 
leader in the movement against federal “unfunded 
mandates" -- and has spoke approvingly of federal 
budget cuts that could severely impact many areas of 
city government, including the city’s housing rehabilita- 
tion programs -- Lashutka has not yet demonstrated 
the type of leadership which has focused on preparing 
Columbus tor what are likely to be major cuts in federal 
programs, regardless of whether the House or Senate 
budget plan is approved 

We are particularly disappointed that the Lashutka 
administration has done little to stem the increasing 
deterioration of many inner-city communities -- neigh 
borhoods which, in many cases, were once thriving 
communities, but are now in a cycle of decline. We 
recognize that there are a number of forces at work in 
this process; at the same time, we believe that a mayor 
who was intensely concerned about this decline would 
have focused not only more financial resources into 
inner-city revitalization, but would have developed a 
plan incorporating code enforcement along with 
stepped-up law enforcement to improve the prospects 
for these neighborhoods 

At the same time, it is not enough in an election to 
say what one is against, but also what one is for. And 
Bill Moss has done a far better job of cataloging the 
deficiencies of Mayor Lashutka than

of demonstrating to Columbus voters why he would be 
the appropriate choice 

Cenainly Bill Moss has, in his 12 yéars of public 
service on the Columbus Board of Education, been a 
powertul spokesperson against busing and on behalf 
of Black children. But simply being a spokesperson 
does not, in itself, make one an 
appropriate vessel for executive 
leadership 

And Moss’ tenure on the school 
board has often been viewed as 
divisive, even among some Blacks 
Sometimes, it has appeared that 
his aggressive advocacy of his par- 
ticular views has gone over the line 
toward the shrill and the difficult 

At the same time, after 12 years 
in membership on the board, Moss 
has few concrete accomplish- 
ments to which he can point. He 
has often appeared to be some 
what indifferent to the active work 
of the committees of the board 
The tough internal work that goes 
on within the board is a better sign of leadership and 
aggressiveness than merely speaking out on critical 
issues. And it is at that point, we believe, that Moss 
has been lacking 

We are also concerned about the character of the 
attacks on the Lashutka administration, We feel 
strongly that there are serious proulems in the Division 
of Police -- and that those problems have been outlined 
by a number of suits, television investigations, and a 
commission impaneled by the mayor. But the descrip- 
tion Moss used in the mayoral! debate that the city had 
hired “convicted felons" into the Division of Police -- a 
description that proved to be untrue -- reflected not 
merely an imprecision of speech but a sloppiness of 
thought that is, frankly, unbecoming to a potential 
mayor. 3 

We are also concerned that, in this incident, he had 
too closely allied himself to some officers who were 
shown, by the mayor commission, to have been in 
place when a massively disproportionate number of 
minorities were kicked out of the police hiring process 

Frankly. we are disappointed with the Democrats in 
Columbus and Franklin County. We believe that they 
have, effectively, given Mayor Lashutka a free ride back 
to the mayor's chair, without fielding a candidate who 
could attack the mayor on legitimate grounds without 
having been himself such a lightning rod for criticism -- 
even within his own party. Certainly the voters will elect 
one of these two men to head city government here; 
we find both of them lacking 

On many issues that are of concern to our readers 
-- whether on support for minority business develop- 
ment; or improving the inner city; or addressing en- 
vironmental concerns -- itis quite likely that Moss’ views 
would be closer to ours than Lashutka’s 

But, unfortunately, that is not enough. It is not 
enough to support a view -- even avidly, It is also 
necessary to have demonstrated the interest, aggres- 
siveness, vision, diplomacy, clarity of speech and ac- 
tion, and people skills to get things done. Frankly, we 
do not believe that Bill Moss has demonstrated that 
during his tenure on the Columbus Board of Education, 
or during this campaign, That is why, sadly, we cannot 
support either candidate for election on November 7

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The future of medicine 


Otto Beatty feels like a prophet 
without honor in his own country. 

Beatty, the eight-term state legis- 
lator from Columbus, is chairman of 
the Ohio Commission on Minority 
Health, In that role, he is responsible 
for examining the health care system 
from an entirely different perspective 
-- the view of those who have often 
been locked out of care. And when 
Beatty evaluates the debate regard- 
ing massive shifts in medicare and 
medicaid -- shifts that Republicans 
claim will save the system of subsidized medical care 
and also help restrain the nation’s ever-growing nation- 
al debt -- he sees not a dream of prosperity for all 
Americans, but a nightmare of troubles for Black 
Americans -- and even for the Blacks who are 
physicians 

There are a number of critical changes which the 
revisions in medicare and medicaid will make. First, 
the revisions -- which are expected to save the govern- 
ment a total of about $450 billion over the next seven 
years -- will hit most painfully in teaching hospitals and 
inner-city hospitals, which are often the sources of care 
for poor and minority persons. Donna Shalala, who 
was in Columbus recently to attend the Midwest 
Economic Confetence, estimated that the plans being 
concocted by House and Senate leadership would 
slash $2 billion per year out of Ohio’s hospitals -- and 
would likely lead to job losses in hospitals, and possibly 
the closure of some hospitals. And this is most acute 
for inner-city hospitals, who often have a burden their 
suburban colleagues don’t have -- the care of indigent 
families and individuals who have no other way to pay 
for, or receive, care ‘ 

But Beatty sees another major issue in the debate 
which will directly affect the ability of Blacks to receive, 
and provide, medical care: the movement toward 
"Managed care" and "preferred provider” arrange- 
ments in the payment of medical care. Under these 
arrangements, individuals or the government pays a 
monthly "capitation" fee to the care provider -- often a 
Health Maintenance Organization -- for each in- 
dividual, whether or not they use services. The system 
turns the incentive within the health care system on its 
head -- from getting additional dollars for each service 
the individual provides, to reducing the number of 
services provided to each patient. 

But a couple of aspects of this new system are 


worrisome to Beatty. First, the new systemis likely to 
exclude many Black doctors, or treat them in a dis- 
criminatory fashion 

The problem is more than racial, Beatty believes: 
“it's not just going to (affect) Black doctors; it's going to 
(affect) single practitioners that are notin a group." But 
Beatty also believes it will have a "disproportionate 
affect on Black doctors," since many of themare single 
practitioners, é 

Beatty said that a study by the Ohio Department of 
Insurance -- performed after Black physicians had 
complained -- found that HMOs were paying Black 
doctors different "capitation" rates for their clients than 
white doctors, based on the zip codes in which they 
operated. In short, the inner-city doctors received less 
money for the same patient -- simply because they 
were in the inner city. And that’s if they were able to 
get into the HMOs at all: some have complained that 
HMOs have discriminated against them for participa- 
tion. And right now, Beatty noted, there is no law that 
prohibits such discrimination. 

The new system of "preferred providers" will not 
only affect Black doctors; it will affect hospitals that 
provide care to inner-city residents. Already, many 
large inner-city hospitals -- including such institutions 
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in Columbus as Park Medical Center and the Ohio 
State University Hospitals -- have been excluded from 
some "preferred provider" plans, Since such institu- 
tional reimbursements are the lifeblood of hospitals, it 
is likely that those hospitals who are excluded from 
these plans may ultimately die -- and their patients will 
find that their care is being provided at places far more 
distant, and in which Blacks comprise fewer and fewer 
of the workers 

And the system of managed care will ultimately 
affect Black patients. The managed care programs are 
able to control expensive hospital usage by mandating 
“pre-approval” of any hospital admission. But the dif- 
ficulty of receiving that pre-approval can itself become 
a@ strategy for controlling hospital usage -- a strategy 
that will work against inner-city consumers, who are 
often poor and uncomfortable with the hospital 
bureaucracy. 

While doing a seminar in Tennessee, Beatty was 
told of an HMO which mandated that anyone request- 
ing hospital services obtain pre-approval by using an 
"B00" number, There was only one problem, Beatty 
said: "the 800 number would stay busy for days ata 


_ time." 


Hf all the changes that are being contemplated take 
hold, Beatty foresees a disturbing reality: a new health 
care environment in which inner-city residents will 
either receive oare from impersonal clinics or HMOs 
with few incentives to incorporate minority physicians; 
in which inner-city hospitals -- and the jobs that they 
have traditionally provided to inner-city residents -- will 
become as rare as hen’'s teeth, and the hospitals will 
largely be located in wealthy suburban areas; in which 
minority physicians will be locked out of all major 
sources of reimbursement for their services, and the 
"traditional relationship" between the Black physician 
and the community ts “destroyed” 

Does that sound too bleak? Just look around: it's 
already happening 

Beatty has been sounding the alarm for the past 
several years now. At first, there was little support: 
“people thought | was nuts," Beatty said. But as that 
nightmare becomes an increasingly-common daytime 
appearance, the environment is shifting: "now they're 
starting to see." 

But the debate is not being pressed enough, Beatty 
believes. Despite all the major ramifications of the 
changes being pressed (both in Ohio and nationwide), 
Beatty still sees entirely too little interest 

"It doesn't seem to be a key issue in the civil rights 
organizations; it doesn't seem to be a key issue in the 
Black community," Beatty said 

His bill which would prohibit discrimination against 
Black physicians in preferred provider arrangements, 
HB 74, is in the House Retirement and Aging Commit: 
tee, chaired by Rep. Dale Van-vyven (Rep.-Sharon- 
ville). The bill has not had any he@rings. 

Beatty is urging those who are concerned about the 
future to press for hearings on the bill. As the political 
and health care environment is changing, Blacks run

The now-deceased Davis was as 
private and reclusive as he was rumored to 
be, Albright confirms. "| would like to have 
known him beyond his autobiography. 

Albright says he hears the influence of 
jazz artists in many other genres. "A lot of 
the music that you hear today stems from 
direct influences of jazz. Especially in rap, 
they're taking loops from old records by 
Herbie Hancock and Miles Davis and 
making whole songs out of them.” 

If Albright could go back in time to have a 
jam session with any jazz legend, hé says 
he would pick Cannonball Adderly hands: 
down, Albright dedicated “Live at Birdland 
West" to Adderly and pays tribute to him 
again on “Giving Myself to You" with the 
song "Planet Earth,” which was originally 
recorded by Adderly's sextet 

Albright has played with some of the best 
He occasionally plays the role of sideman, 
having toured with Anita Baker, George 
Duke, THe Tempt@fions, Ray Parker Jr., 
and most recently with Whitney Houston.

World-renowned glass musician and 
organist Dennis James, known locally for 
his many performances on the Ohio 
Theatre organ, will play the glass_ar- 
monica for this production of "Lucia." This 
will be the first American performance of 
"Lucia" outside of the Metropolitan Opera 
to feature the haunting sounds of this 
instrument, Donizetti's score originally

"Lucia," one of his more than 70 operas, 
was constructed over a period of about 
three months in 1835, with Donizetti 
composing all of the music within about 
40 days. Its premiere came a few months 
later, just three years after the premiere 
of Donizetti's best-known opera, “The 
Exilir of Love." Like so many of his char- 
acters, Donizetti himself fell victim to 
mental illness and died shortly before his 
51st birthday

For the first building permit re- 
quest, Alvis House officials sub- 
mitted an application for an 80-bed 
facility, which was rejected by a 4-1 
vote on Aug. 22 Alvis House offi- 
cials requested a permit for a 30- 
bed facility on Oct, 24. BZA board 
members David Jones, J. Michael 
Asebrook and Jim Simpson voted 
against the Alvis House, while 
Robert Garrison and Robert Behal 
voted for it 

South Side residents -are-happy 
about the recent decision. "| was 
very happy with the decision and | 
think people are more unified in 
South Columbus as a result of this 
Many people on the South Side can 
sleep better and rest easier now 
knowing the decision, There were a 
lot of older people in the area. And 
older people are often the prey of 
criminals," said Roberta Booth

On Oct. 14, a few days before 
Black men from all over the world 
came together for the auspicious 
Million Man March, about 200 Ohio 
residents came together at The 
Ohio State University Black Studies 
Department Community Extension 
Center to express themselves on 
the issue of affirmative action. The 
event was aired live on Power 106.3 
Radio 


Khari Enaharo, host of the radio 
talk show “Express Yourself,’ 
played the devils advocate, leading 
the sometimes heated debate be- 
tween the six African-American 
guest panelists. The panel included 
Mack H. Jones, professor of politi- 
cal science at Clark-Atlanta Univer- 
sity; Lewis Randolph, assistant 
professor of political science at 
Ohio University; Cornell McCleary, 
of the Ohio Black Citizens Coalition; 
Paula Penn-Nabrit, J.D., president 
of Penn-Nabrit and Associates; 
Gwendolyn H. Rodgers, executive 
director of the Equal Opportunity 
Business Office; and Walter R 
Cates, president of the Main Street 
Business Association 


‘This morning the question is af- 
firmative action,” said Enaharo 
"Some people say affirmative ac- 
tion is alive. Some people say it’s 
dead, some people say affirmative 
action’s had a lot to do with spurring 
more racial discontent in this 
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my front door," he said. Evans lives 
about a block from the proposed 
site 

Bob Gloeckner, president and 
chief executive officer of Alvis 
House, said he was disappointed 
by the decision. "We met all the 
zoning code requirements and we 
don't understand why it was 
rejected, We viewed this particular 
site as an excellent place for the 
facility. The area was close to 
transportation, reasonably priced 
and not that residential.” 

Alvis House has to move from 
their location at the downtown 
YMCA because of renovations, 
Gloeckner said. Since the YMCA is 
receiving a federal grant to cover 
the renovation costs, all new oc- 
cupants must meet certain family 
income requirements. Alvis House, 
a non-profit organization, won't 
quality as a new ‘occupant. Alvis 
House's lease expires Jan. 31 
1996 

As South Side residents 
celebrate the decision, their battle 
may not be quite over yet. Alvis 
House has filed an appeal in the 
Franklin County Court of Common 
Pleas, which is scheduled for Bec. 
19 at 9 a.m. in the civil division of 
the Court of Common Pleas 

Although Alvis Houses pursuing 
the appeal, Gloeckner says that by 
the time that process is complete 
the property on Llewellyn Avenue 
may not even be for sale 

Despite that fact, residents plan 
to be ready. According to Ola Bibb 
president of the Stambaugh-El- 
wood Civic Association, Attorney T.

Is there 
any validity to that claim?" inquired

No, it's a lie," responded Cates, 
who has been a consistent cham- 
pion of affirmative action in Colum- 
bus. “The system has been 
operating on the basis that we no 
longer have the Cold War to use as 
an excuse to call the people across 
the ocean the communist threat. So 
now we're feeding on ourselves 
Affirmative action and the gains that 
Blacks and females have made in 
America now have become the tar 
get of the lazy, the incompetent and 
malcontents.” 


Jones, who travelled from Atlan- 
ta to participate in the program 
added his insight: "What we need to 
understand is that the American 
system produces certain ad- 
vantages for certain abilities, And 
race has always been used to make 
sure that Black folk have much 
more of the debilities. than their fair 
share, and less of the advantages 
And white men always receive 
much more of the advantages than 
their fair share. So affirmative ac- 
tion saying, the debilities and the 
advantages should be distributed 
according to the weight of people in 
the population. That does mean, of 
course, that there will be less ad 
vantages available to whites 


"So we have to understand, Yes! 
White men must get less. But it is 
only fair that they get less, because 
for so long they have always 
received much, much more of the 
good things than they should have. 
And much less ofthe bad things 
they should have," Jones insisted

The story is true life Horatio Alger. The 
son of Jamaican immigrants, working 
people who were able to move from an 
apartment in the Bronx to a Queens bun- 
galow only by hitting a big payoff in the 
numbers game, goes from unloading 
trucks at a baby furnishings and toy store 
and mopping floors in a Pepsi plant to 
being an advisor to the highest rank in the 
army and the youngest ever to hold the 
miltary's top job, from having to use 
unisex colored bathrooms when he 
traveled in the south to the prospect of 
becoming the first Black president of the 
United States. If it were fiction, the book 
would be worth reading for the history it 
contains, but readers would find the story 
too implausible for belief. 

General Powell attributes part of his 
journey to luck. To quote a commander of 
the 101st Airborne, a division he served 
in along the way: “Nuts.” A lot of people 
have found themselves in the right place 
at the right time without this kind of out- 
come.

City Council is looking out for neighborhoods

To even a casual observer, there is an 
obvious trend at the national level to turn 
the clock back on 30 years of progress 
for minority, civil and economic rights -- 
whether it's affirmative action hiring 
programs, minority contracting, or federal 
tunding for critical housing and human 
service programs. Fortunately, this is not 
the case in Columbus. | think, and am 
proud to say, this is largely due to the 
efforts of City Council. | have been part 
of the council team that has responded 
to the needs of the African-American 
community as well as minority rights. 

Talk is cheap, however, you have to 
know what individual council members 
have accomplished and what they 
propose to do in the future. 

|. | took the leadership role, for ex- 
ample, to address several critical issues. 
These include: 

* In 1988, | drafted and passed legis- 
lation on ethnic intimidation making eth- 
nic of racial-based violence’ or 
misconduct a criminal offense. 

* | sponsored and passed legislation 
outlawing certain military automatic 
weapons that, with increasing drug traf- 
fic, were terrorizing inner-city neighbor- 
hoods. 

* | sponsored and passed legislation 
that prohibited discrimination against 
minorities and women who were being 
excluded from membership in private 
clubs in the city. 

* | established an office of drug pro- 
gram coordinator in the administration to 
combat drug abuse. 

* | have sponsored code changes and 
programs to make it easier to get rid of 
abandoned inner-city buildings being 
used as crack houses, 

* | have worked hard, particularly with 
former Safety Director Larry Jamies, to 
expand the recruitment of Black ap- 
plicants for the city’s police and fire clas- 
ses. 
* | have directly supported the im- 
plementation of increased foot patrols, 
citizen crime watch, and crime patrols, as 


well as other community policing 
programs that link police officers with 
community representatives and other 
programs to combat drug abuse. 

* Based on Near East community re- 
quests; | worked with Matt Habash to 
designate 300 spaces in the police im- 
pound lot for the impoundment of cars 
used by “johns” soliciting prostitutes, and 
people from outside the community at- 
tempting to purchase drugs.

ill, What we are most excited about, 
however, are City Council's initiatives in 
the city bond package and councilmanic 
debt targeted for central city neighbor- 
hoods, By far, this is the ny cor commit- 
ment of city capital dollars ( million to 
$50 million) specifically for revitalizing 
central city neighborhoods in the city’s 
history. This is in addition to the normal 
street resurfacing, intersection improve- 
ments, street lighting improvements, 
etc., that the city normally targets in bond 
packages for all neighborhoods. By way 
of contrast, the 1988 bond package con- 
tained only $5.5 million for the Strip Com- 
mercial Program. Key programs include: 

* Housing Initiative Fund ($4,000,000 
councilmanic bounds) -- These funds will 
be used to assist new single family home 
ownership construction only in the 
Columbus School District. We project 
that this could produce as much as 1,000 
new homes over the next five years, This 
would be in addition to other city home 
ownership projects that we are working 
on with non-profit organizations in central 
city neighborhoods that do not require

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capital funds. (Wright, Kennedy initia- 
tive.) 

* Strip Commercial Programs 
($12,000,000 voted bonds) -- The city 
now has 14 strip commercial districts 
from the Short North to new districts in 
the University Area North Linden, South 
Linden, and on the South side. This 
$12,000,000 investment will raise the 
city's total commitment to these districts 
to over $20,000,000. This program has 
stabilized or improved property values 
and private investment in neighborhoods 
throughout the inner city. (Portman initia- 
tive.) 

* Urban Infrastructure Repair Fund 
($13,000,000 voted debt,’ $12,000,000 
councilmanic debt) -- This is our largest 
revitalization project started by Mike 
Coleman a few years ago and intended 
to provide $25,000,000 over the next five 
years for curbs, sidewalks, street lights, 
new roadways, trees, etc. in central city 
residential neighborhoods. A portion of 
the fund -- $2,500,000 -- is being planned 
for improvements around schools in the 
Columbus district. Other projects will be 
planned on an annual basis with input 
from all central city neighborhoods. As in 
the case of Cleveland Avenue improve- 
ments where $2,000,000 of urban in- 
frastructure funds are leveraging four 
times that amount of state dollars, we 
hope to bring even more public invest- 
ment into these neighborhoods on a 
matching basis. (Coleman initiative.) 
~ * Economic Development Funds 
($10,000,000 councilmanic) -- This 
money while not in the bond package is 
being set aside for retaining and/or bring- 
ing back jobs to central city neighbor- 
hoods. If specific site or roadway 
improvements can stimulate light in- 
dustrial businesses to move to neighbor- 
hoods where people need jobs the most, 
the city intends to invest these funds for 
that purpose, The Central City Deygiop- 
ment Corporation that Dick Brow is 
working on with Maury Portman 
Coleman can help provide other - 
tives as well.

The Golden Arches have a new look 
At -teast-at-one-area-MeDonald's--res- 
taurant 

Those who frequent. the Cleveland 
Avenue area near Northern Lights might 
have noticed that the McDonald's at 2055 
Cleveland Ave. not only remodeled, but 
recently re-opened an all-new facility at 
the same location 

"This is a. 1511 series McDonald's. It's 
the only one of its kind in central Ohio," 
said Carl Ward, proprietor of the refur- 
bished McDonald's franchise. 

Construction on the new facility began 
June 26. Ward chose to build a 1511 
series restaurant, which seats 38 and 
has brand new equipment, because its 
low cost will enable him to pay off the 
rebuilding costs and still make a profit 
each month. “It's very efficient and 
economical," said Ward. 

The old store remained open until Aug

"We felt that by keeping the restaurant 
open as long as we could it would accom- 
modate the customers in the area," said 
Ward

determine which of its franchises should 
remodel or rebuild to keep up with the 
times. "We have to maintain these build- 
ings," said Ward, referring to himself and 
other independent franchisers., "We can 
do anything we want to as far as remodel- 
ing except for moving a permanent wall 


The majority of McDonald's 
franchisers have updated their locations 
in the past few years. "This is part of the 
new theme that McDonald's has, We try 
to comply with what's out there in the 
marketplace," said Ward 


McDonald's customers have probably 
noticed that McDonald's restaurants 
have brightened up their interiors. The 
dark browns and oranges of the 70s and 
80s have been replaced with bright 
shades of turquoise, raspberry and light 
beige. Certain stores are even carpeting 
their dining areas to absorb noise 

“We try to appeal to the consumer. We 
try to stay in style with the times," said 
Ward. "When (customers) come into the 
restaurant they want a warm, comfort 
able, eye-appealing visit. You want to feel 
like you're in your own kitchen, not a 
commercial facility 

Ward offered advice to African 
Americans who wish to go into business 
for themselves. “The first thing we have 
to do is go in with the right attitude. We 
have to discipline ourselves about how 
we're going to run our business. This 
hostile environment today is very com 
petitive. You have to be motivated, not by 
the money” but a genuine desire to fill a

Obtaining bank financing: What a bank wants to know

If you didn't feel you had a great busi- 
ness or idea, you wouldn't be getting 
involved in it.

Unfortunately, bankers sometimes 
don't. A banker is often the first outsider 
to take a hard look at a small business or 
new business plan. And when that look

To improve your odds of obtaining 
bank financing, it's important to under- 
stand how banks work and think. Banks 
are not investors or venture capitalists 
They don't take the risks that equity in 
vestors do. Nor do they want to own a 
piece of your business - in fact, they very 
much want to avoid that scenario. Banks 
simply want to make loans that get repaid 


on time and generate income for their 
investors 

Arejection from a bank doesn't mean 
your business is poorly run or doomed to 
fail. Nor does it mean the bank has it out 
for small businesses. In fact, smart banks 
go to great lengths to cultivate small busi- 
nesses as clients. Aloan rejection simply 
means that for one or more reasons an 
application didn't meet the bank's critena 
for a good loan 


You can improve your chances vastly 
by knowing what questions bankers are 
going to ask about your loan and being 
prepared to answer them. Banks 
evaluate loan applications based on the 
“tive Cs," a time-honored tradition for 
evaluating loan applicants that still works 
today.

* Character: This is hard to quan- 
lily yet utterly essential to any loan 
application. The bank wants. to 
Know: "Can the borrower be trusted 
with-the money?" Banks prefer not 
lending to strangers, so an existing 
relationship with the bank or solid 
references can help here. More 
specific character questions the 
bank is trying to answer include 

* Do you intend to use the money 
as, projected or divert it? 

* If the company experiences 
trouble, will owners make sacrifices 
to 

keep it going? 

* Does the business use proper 
accounting principlés? 

* Can you be trusted to protect 
the collateral? 

* Does the business employ rela- 
tives or friends who add little or no 
value? 

* Are the owner's salaries and 
benefits reasonable?

* Does the owner have expen- 
sive tastes or gambling or chemical 
addictions that could lead to trouble 
or diversion of business funds? 

* Capacity: This second C refers 
to the business's ability to pay back 
the loan according to its terms and 
conditions, and of the capacity of 
management to make prudent 
decisions. Part of this-area of 
evaluation is tooking at the 
management team, their expertise 
and technical ability, Another 
aspect is evaluating the reality and 
feasibility of the business plan. A 
competent management team and 
conservative, but realistic, business 
plan will help assure the company 
has the capacity to repay the loan 

* Conditions: This refers to fac- 
tors and events beyond 
management's control that could 
affect ability to repay a loan. As part 
of the evaluation, the banker 
reviews the current economic and 
government regulatory climate to 
look for potential problems in the 
loan applicant's region or industry. 

* Capital: This refers to two basic 
questions 

1) How much capital does the 
owner have at risk in comparison to 


the funds the bank will make avail- 
able? The bank wants to see suffi- 
cient owner equity to keep the 
owner from simply walking away 
from the obligation. 

2) What is the estimated worst 
case debt-to-net worth ration during 
the loan, and does the business 
have adequate liquidity to continue 
operations in the event of a 
downturn? The bank is tooking fora 
sufficient equity cushion to cover 
the loan value in a liquidation. The 
bank also looks for adequate li- 
quidity or working capital. The less 
likely the company has, the more 
susceptible it is to unexpected 
problems, such as late payments 
from major customers, 

* Collateral: This refers to assets 
that are available for liquidation if 
the business plan doesn't work out 
and the bank must foreclose. Col- 
lateral typically consists of 
marketable securities, accounts 
receivable, equipment, real estate, 
licenses, trademarks, etc., that may 
be owned by the business or the 
owner. Banks generally don't count 
collateral at 100 percent of its book 
value. They discount it by various 
percentages depending on the

type. For example, inventory is dis-

Accounts receivable generates 
cash more quickly and requires less 
of a discount-in case: of tiquidation 
than inventory.

Make sure to schedule a first 
meeting in advance to verbally 
present your plan to the loan officer. 
Listen carefully during this meeting 
and take notes on key comments 
the loan officer makes or any ques- 
tions you can't answer.*At the end 
of the meeting, restate any ques- 
tions or comments that came up, 
invite your banker to visit your com- 
pany, and set up an appointment for 
a follow-up meeting or time frame to 
follow up with responses. At the 
follow-up meeting, make sure to ad- 
dress any questions or issues 
raised during the first meeting 

The loan officer will then gather 
as much information as possible on 
his or her own, including informa- 
tion about your company’s credit 
history,. reference checks and in 
dustry information. Ultimately, the 
decision on your loan probably will 
be made by someone you've never 
met. That makes persuading the 
loan officer that much more impor- 
tant. The loan officer, if convinced 
your application is sound, can be-

Then comes the answer, which 
often is neither yes or no, but rather 
"maybe." The bank often makes a 
counter-proposal, offering different 
terms orf conditions than you 
proposed. Keep in mind that while 
these terms are meant.to provide 
security to the bank, they may not 
always be the best option for your 
company. You need to modify your 
financial projections to reflect these 
terms, find out if it's possible to meet 
them, then make a decision based 
on what's best for your company. 

Even if the bank says ‘no,’ that’s 
no reason to panic or think the story 
is over. Ask for specific reasons be- 
hind the rejection and suggestions 
on how you might revise your re- 
quest or find other sources of 
financing. A loan application 
process, even if it doesn't result in 
funding right away, can be a valu- 
able learning experience that 
strengthens your company.

There are three types of sub- 
sidiés available. They may be used 
separately or together, depending 
on the adoptive family’s and/or 
Child's eligibility and specific special 
need(s) 


The available subsidies are: 
federal adoption assistance (Title 
\V-E); state child welfare subsidy; 
and post adoption special service 
subsidy. 


The tederal adoption assistance 
is granted for maintenance costs 


which may be used to provide food, 
clothing, shelter, school supplies, 
and personal incidentals. The child 
may also receive a Medicaid card, 

State child welfare subsidies are 
granted tor special service costs 
and/or maintenance costs on behalf 
of the child with special needs, Post 
adoption special service subsidy is 
also a federal assistance program 
for nonrecurring adoption expen- 
ses. These expenses may include 
reimbursement of up to $2,000 per 
child for adoptionrelated costs such 
as an adoptive home study, legal 
fees, and court costs, transporta- 
tion, meals, lodging, reasonable

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adoption fees, medical exams for 
the adoptive parents, and/or super- 
vision of the adoptive placement. 


Adoption is a unique and gratify- 
ing experience and entry into the 
adopting process is simple. 
Prospective parents can be mar- 
ried, single, divorced, or widowed. 
Married couples should be married 
at least one year. Persons inter- 
ested in adoption should also be at 
least 21 years old, if married; at 
least 25 years old, if single, 
divorced, or widowed; be a Franklin 
County resident, or within 50 miles, 
and be self-supporting. 


It is not necessary to have a lot 
of money or be a homeowner to 
adopt. Families with children are 
welcomed and families with both 
parents working are eligible. FCCS 
charges no fee for adoption ser- 
vices. Upon finalization of the adop- 
tion placement, the family will need 
to pay attorney fees and court 
costs. 

To help prospective adoptive 
parents prepare for a successful 
and rewarding adoption ex- 
perience, FCCS requires participa- 
tion in a 24-hour preparation 
course, Classes are offered week- 
day evenings and Saturdays to fit 
your busy schedule. 


Once parent preparation classes 
are completed and the home study 
approved, the family will be con- 
sidered for the type of child re- 
quested, If a family is chosen for a 
child, there will be an opportunity to 
meet the child and have several 
visits before the adoptive place- 
ment. The family will also receive 
detailed information about the birth 


family and medical/psychological ' 


information on the child considered. 


From the date of placement, the 
child carries the family's last name 
and becomes their responsibility. 
After placement, Ohio law requires 
a six-month waiting period before 
the adoption is legalized through 
the Probate Court. 


Several AT&T employees have 
adopted children through FCCS. 
Ethel Hoskins adopted a three- 


year-old little girl named Shanell, 
When asked why she decided to 
adopt, Ethel said she always 
wanted alittle girl, Sne decided that, 
since she hadn't found the right 
partner for marriage, she would 
adopt as a single parent. 


To prepare for her little gin, Ethel 
Participated in the required 24-hour 
adoptive/foster care training clas- 
ses, She said classes were ex- 
tremely helpful'in preparing her for 
her new role as a parent, She was 
also. Surprised that adoptive/foster 
Parents are not permitted to use 
corporal punishment in disciplining 
their children. However, she 
thought the alternative discipline 
techniques taught in the classes 
were very effective. 


Ethel first saw Shanell at an 
adoption party sponsored by BFC, 
which is a Separate adoption unit of 
FCCS. Ethel said she was touched 
when Shanell came over to her at 
the party and laid her head on her 
shoulder and later when she picked 
Shanell up at her foster parent's 
home, Shanell called her "mommy." 
She felt an immediate bond to 
Shanell. 

AS a result of that party, Ethel 
and Shanell found each other and 
have begun their life together, Ethel 
will get a subsidy to cover legal fees 
and court costs. Shanell also has a 
Medicaid card. ° 

We have many children like 
Shanell who need a loving and 
caring home, especially older 
children. It is not an easy task but 
the rewards are so great. 

Volunteers are also needed for 
the FCCS Simba mentoring pro- 
gram, Simba, a Swahili term mean- 
ing "young lion" is an Africentric 
mentoring program which matches 
African-American boys with 
responsible African-American men 
18 years and older. 

If you cannot become an adop- 
tive or foster care parent, or a 
Simba mentor, give some of your 
time to help a young person by 
tutoring, counseling, becoming a 
Big Brother or Big Sister, atc. Some- 
times, just some words of en- 
couragement or praise would mean 
$0 Much to a young person.

Black men who undergo a 
simple blood test for prostate can- 
cer are almost twice as likely as 
white men to have a suspicious 
result, Says a report by researchers 
at the Washington University 
School of Medicine in St. Louis 
Moreover, Black men with suspi- 
cious results are less likely than 
whites to have a follow-up proce- 
dure to confirm cancer and to seek 
aggressive treatment when cancer 
is present, the large-scale study 
shows 

The blood test detects levels of 
a key protein called PSA (prostate- 
specific antigen), produced by the 
walnut-sized prostate gland. High 
PSA levels are a possible indicator 
of cancer. 

Historically, Blacks have 
doubled the prostate cancer death 
rate of whites, and are more likely 
to have advanced danger when 
diagnosed. The new study, which

She also said that best-selling 
author Terry McMillan has done 
something few authors have been 
able to do: capture the voice of the 
African-American woman. She said 
that African-American women can 
identify with many of the characters 
in McMillan’s novels, and that read- 
ing McMillan's novels “whets the 
reader's appetite" and makes them 
want to read more. Villarosa went 
on to explain that McMillan has 
opened the door for many writers, 
in aS much as anyone who has 
fiction on the market at the same 
time as McMillan is bound to in- 
crease their sales.

Columbus Police arrested a 
juvenile tast Friday when he 
showed up for a hearing on a prior 
charge at the Franklin County 
Courthouse, police sources said 

Vaughn Stephenson, 17, was 
arrested in connection with the 
fatal shooting of DeForest Beale. 
According to police officials, Chris- 
topher Giannini, 20, went to Forest 
Park Village apartments on 
Beechcrott Road on Friday Oct. 20 
in the afternoon to see Stephen- 
son. Stephenson pulled out a gun 
and tried to rob Giannini, but when 
he refused to hand over any 
money, Stephenson shot him in 
the leg, sources said. 

Giannini then drew his own gun 
and chased Stephenson and 
Beale. Beale was shot in the left 


the bullets punctured his lung and 
he died on the scene, sources 
said, Stephenson managed to es- 
cape from the area. Detective Pat 
Dorn said that after the shooting, 
Giannini was driven from the 
scene by two other people he was 
with. He was driven to his home at 
2136 Blackoak Ave. and then to St. 
Ann’s Hospital by a relative to be 
treated for his gunshot wound. 

Two weapons were found at 
Giannini's home after a search 
was conducted. Police arrested 
him in the hospital and charged 
him with murder, sources said, 
Giannini was released on $50,000 
bond by his mother on Tuesday, 
Oct. 24. William Oulds, Beale's 
older brother, was very distraught 
wherhe found out about the inci= 
dent and feels that the police ac- 
count of what took place is 
inaccurate.
